The news brought by the Hibernia is both favora- 
ble and unfavorable. Eaghteen mercantile houses 
of high standing, in London, Glasgow, Venice, &c., 
have failed for amounts varying from two to seven 
tuullions of déllars each, Aifiong the failures in 
London are two more of the Directors of the Bank 
of England.
